Police made an arrest in the city’s latest 
homicide yesterday. 

Walter Smith, 37, was a victim of a vi¬ 
olent assault at a Millwoods residence 
over the weekend and succumbed to his 


injuries in hospital. 

Smith was brought into the Grey 
Nun’s hospital around 4 a.m. Sunday 
morning. 

Homicide detectives were called out to 


the scene early due to the nature of 
Smith’s injuries. The autopsy determined 
he died as a result of a head trauma. 

Vern Leonard Smith, 35, has been ar¬ 
rested and charged with one count of sec¬ 


ond-degree murder. 

Police are continuing to investigate 
the circumstances surrounding the 
death.

Sindy Layh thought she 
had her husband back, but 
she is now slowly watch¬ 
ing him slip away.

One Edmonton business 
actually wishes they would 
go out of business — but 
new stats say they are need¬ 
ed more than ever before. 

“We are one of those 
strange businesses where 
we don’t want to be busy," 
said Richard LeSueur, re¬ 
source development co-or¬ 
dinator with Alberta Food 
Banks. 

But results of the 
HungerCount 2010, re¬ 
leased yesterday, say de¬ 
mands on food banks have 
increased nationwide. 

Although the number of 
homeless people in Edmon¬ 
ton has decreased by 21 per 
cent in the last two years, 
LeSueur says people may be 
choosing shelter over food. 

“Those types of decisions 
have to be made.” said 
LeSueur. “Food will almost 
become an option." 

LeSueur said the number 
of food bank users is direct¬ 
ly related to the state of the 
economy. Indeed, the sur¬ 
vey states Canada is at the

highest level of food bank 
use on record. 

One large donation cam¬ 
paign will roll through 
town in December, hoping 
to bring some relief to the 
Edmonton Food Bank. 

The Canadian Pacific 
Holiday Train is a national 
campaign that has raised 
more than $4.8 million in 
cash and 2.3 million 
pounds of food in Canada 
and the U.S. since 1999. 

“Year after year, there is 
still a need," said Breanne 
Feigel, a CP spokesperson. 

The brightly decorated 
train will roll into Edmon¬ 
ton Dec. 10 for a holiday 
celebration and food drive.

In the world of recycling, 
fabric is the new paper. 

That is, fabric dropped 
off at one of 17 Edmonton 
recycling locations will be 
taken to the Waste Manage¬ 
ment Centre, sorted, and 
then taken by Greys Paper 
Recycling Industries to be 
made into paper. 

“More specifically, fold¬ 
ers, invitations, envelopes, 
office paper, notepads ” 


says Connie Boyce, commu¬ 
nity relations director for 
Edmonton’s Waste Manage¬ 
ment Branch. 

Edmontonians are now 
able to recycle fabric items 
at all three Eco Stations and 
also at specially marked 
bins at 14 of Edmonton’s re¬ 
cycling depots. The recy¬ 
cling centres will accept all 
fabric items, though they 
prefer cotton linens, which 


are useful for strengthen¬ 
ing fibres in paper. 

Such items include tow¬ 
els, tablecloths, bed sheets 
and used clothes — regard¬ 
less of their condition. 

“If the item’s in good 
shape, look to re-use it 
first,” said Connie Boyce. 

What’s not used at the 
plant, she added, will be 
sent to charities.

O Middleton not ‘from a long line of 
irrelevant traditions to which most 
Canadians can’t relate’: Historian 


The love affair between 
the future heir to the 
British throne and his 
glamorous middle-class 
schoolmate may fan the 
flames of Canada’s fond¬ 
ness for the monarchy, ex¬ 
perts suggested yesterday. 

Word that Prince 
William and Kate Middle- 
ton have set a 2011 wed¬ 
ding date prompted 
optimistic predictions 
from royal observers who 
view the couple as being 
well-positioned to renew 
Canadian support for the 
Royal Family. 

Rafal Heydel-Mankoo, a 
historian and commenta¬ 
tor on British royalty, said 
William and Middleton 


present an appealing por¬ 
trait of how the monarchy 
will function in the 21st 
century. 

The couple — media 
darlings of the British 
press — strike the ideal 
balance between time-ho¬ 
noured traditions and 
much-needed moderniza¬ 
tion, he said. 

“If the monarchy is to 
survive, it does need peo¬

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Two die in 
Haitian riots 
against UN

Anti-UN riots spread to sev¬ 
eral Haitian cities and 
towns, as protesters blam¬ 
ing a contingent of 
Nepalese peacekeepers for 
an outbreak of cholera 
that has killed more than 
1,000 people exchanged 
gunfire with UN soldiers. 
Protesters continued to 
barricade some roads yes¬ 
terday. 

The protests left at least 
two people dead. A demon¬ 
strator was shot dead by a 
UN peacekeeper during an 
exchange of gunfire in 
Quartier Morin, near 
Haiti’s second-largest city 
of Cap-Haitien, the United 
Nations mission said. It 
said it was investigating 
the shooting but asserted

the soldier acted in self-de¬ 
fence. 

Haiti Senate President 
Kelly Bastien told Radio Vi¬ 
sion 2000 that a second 
demonstrator was shot 


and killed in Cap-Haitien 
itself.

The 12,000-member 
force reported that at least 
six UN personnel were 
wounded in protests at 
Hinche in the central 
plateau, while local Radio 
Metropole reported that at 
least 12 Haitians were in¬ 
jured in Cap-Haitien. 

The protests apparently 
began in Cap-Haitien early 
Monday and within hours 
had paralyzed much of the 
northern port city. An 
APTN television camera¬ 
man trying to reach the 
area was repelled by pro¬ 
testers throwing rocks and 
bottles from a barricade.

Recession-battered Canadi¬ 
an shoppers will be reluc¬ 
tant to splurge this holiday 
season, and retailers should 
expect wealcer-than-usual 
sales, suggests a report by 
Deloitte Canada. 

Almost half of Canadi¬ 
ans, or 44 per cent, who re¬ 
sponded to Deloitte’s 2010 
holiday outlook survey said 
they plan to spend less this 
holiday season. 

“Consumers are getting 
mixed signals (about the 
economy) and they’re re¬ 
acting hugely rationally,” 
said Brent Houlden, De¬ 


loitte Canada’s retail prac¬ 
tice leader. 

The firm’s holiday out¬ 
look survey released yes¬ 
terday suggests that 
retailers will likely be dis¬ 
appointed by a modest 
holiday season after enjoy¬ 
ing strong sales increases 
in the first half of the year. 

Deloitte expects Canadi¬ 
ans to continue on a more 
frugal path, partly because 
they’re trying to pay down 
debt and partly because re¬ 
cent economic data points 
to more uncertainty ahead.

Did you know that last 
March, 867,948 Canadians 
stood in line at a food 
bank? 

T hat’s nearly one 

million Canadians 
who either can’t or 
don’t know how to 
take care of 
themselves, and the 
number is rising. 

One in 10 of those people 
were there for the first time. 

And that’s 28 per cent higher 
than 2008. 

This in a country where peo¬ 
ple are giving each other cars for 
Christmas. 

It’s easy to blame the victim. 

If we didn’t just give away free 
food, these people would get off 
their duffs PDQ and go out and 
work for their daily bread. We’re 


just encouraging them, right? 

Wrong. More than one-third 
of the people in the lineup were 
younger than 18. Are we going 
to tell them to quit school and 
get a job so they 
can pay for their 
meals? 

That would be 
reverse social engi¬ 
neering: Let’s see 
how many social 
and economic 
refugees we can 
create, and then 
see how they cope 
in an adult world. 

Even Stephen Harper can proba¬ 
bly understand that’s not a great 
idea. 

Yes, food banks foster an un¬ 
healthy dependence on 
handouts. But the alternative — 
malnutrition, starvation — is re¬ 
ally unhealthy, too. And how 


many of those people would 
rather have enough to eat, a nice 
roof over their heads and mean¬ 
ingful employment? Show of 
hands, please. 

Clearly, the sys¬ 
tem is broken. As 
in the U.S., the dis¬ 
parity between 
rich and poor is 
growing. Here in 
B.C., the 

provincial govern¬ 
ment just gave 
everyone a 15 per 
cent income tax 
break while keep¬ 
ing the minimum wage at eight 
bucks an hour, which is a mod¬ 
ern form of slavery. Tiy feeding a 
family on $350 a week when a 
single loaf of bread costs $3.50. 
For those people, 15 per cent of 
nothing is still nothing. If you’re 
rich, it’s a holiday in Florida. 


When one in 34 people has to 
endure the shame of standing in 
line for a handout to get enough 
to eat, how many others are 
hanging on by their fingernails? 
How big is this problem anyway? 

And what are we going to do 
about it? We can keep giving 
cans of SpaghettiOs to the food 
bank, which is better than noth¬ 
ing, or we can actually raise the 
minimum wage and increase job 
training programs. 

Or we could just go ahead and 
spend $16 billion on a bunch of 
F-35 stealth fighter jets and to 
hell with a bunch of hungiy 
kids. 

There’s no such thing as a free 
lunch, right?

Hariy Potter star Daniel 
Radcliffe talks to Metro 
about what it’s like being a 
global icon - and keeping 
his feet on the ground. 

Has it been difficult keeping a 
sense of perspective when 
you're surrounded by scream¬ 
ing fans? 

Whomever had been cast as 
Hariy would have received 
that attention, so you have 
to realise that it’s not be¬ 
cause it’s you. When I 
talked to the director of 


Twilight, I asked how Rob 
(Pattinson) was doing. She 
was saying that before Rob 
had even been cast, she 
went to a reading by 
Stephenie Meyer and when 
Stephenie said the name 
Edward Cullen, the audi¬ 
ence went nuts. So whoever 
was going to be cast in that 
role was going to have a 
pretty crazy life for the next 
few years, and it’s the same 
with Harry. 

How does Part One compare 
to Part Two? 

This is the sedate younger 
brother to the last part. In 
the last part you’ll be slung 
head first at 200 miles per 


hour into a firestorm. The 
level of action is insanity, 
it’s non-stop. It’s a road 
movie that turns into a 
heist movie that turns into 
a war movie. The battle in 
Hogwarts is incredible. Peo¬ 
ple are going to be left 
slightly breathless by it. 

Is there a souvenir you've tak¬ 
en from Harry Potter? 

I did take, and I would have 
stolen had they not given 
them to me, the glasses, 
one pair from the first film, 
which are tiny now, then a 
pair from the last. They’re 
both the lenseless ones that 
I used the most, so they’re 
the ones I associate most 


with Harry. 

Everyone says that the atmos¬ 
phere on the Harry Potter set 
is great. 

If you’re playing the lead 
you have to view yourself as 
the head of department of 
the cast. All the other head 
of departments are ac¬ 
countable and I don’t think 
actors should be any differ¬ 
ent. If I walked on set eveiy 
day with a dull, unhappy at¬ 
titude, it’s amazing how 
quickly that would filter 
through to everyone else on 
the crew. When you’re film¬ 
ing for nine months you 
can’t afford to let morale 
slip.

Tom Felton, who plays 
Draco in Harry Potter, 
talks about his favourite 
villains, and how Draco 
would match up to the 
Dark Knight. 

What's the best thing about 
playing someone evil? 

It’s so nice to play someone 
so well written, and some¬ 
one that’s so different from 
Tom. I’d like to think 
there’s not much evil in 
Tom but there’s plenty of 
evil in Draco. Draco’s not 
an evil child at all - he’s 
quite a soft sweetheart re¬ 
ally - but he’s a victim of 
circumstances, and a 
victim of terrible 
parenting. He was the most 
evil when he was young. As 
he’s grown older, and in 
this film, he’s grown a con¬ 
science for the first time. 

How do you think he would 
match up to other movie su¬ 
perheroes? 

Well we do have the great 
advantage of the wand - 
we don’t have to get with¬ 
in 20 metres of each other.

It may be one of the oldest 
towns in Canada, but in 
Lunenburg, N.S., the past 
has found a seamless way 
to meet the present. 

Established in 1753 as 
the first British colonial 
settlement in the province 
outside of Halifax, early in¬ 
habitants seem to have set 
the tone for hospitality. 

Settlers from parts of 
Germany, Switzerland and 
France followed in the 
footsteps of early Mi’kmaq 
and Acadian inhabitants. 

“This is a community 
where traditions run 
deep,” says Lawrence 
Mawhinney, mayor of the 
iconic seaside town. 

“You wander through 
the historic downtown and 
you can see the way things 
used to be, the way they

are, and can be.” 

A walk to the harbour 
that birthed the famed 
schooner Bluenose, the 
ship on the back of the 
Canadian dime, takes visi¬ 
tors past brightly coloured 
buildings built in the late 
1700s and early 1800s. 

Most have found new 


life as retail outlets, craft 
shops and, arguably, some 
of the finest restaurants in 
the province. 

Teriy Vassallo, execu¬ 
tive chef-owner of Tratto¬ 
ria della Nonna, opened 
his doors a few years ago. 

Already he says he feels 
at home watching the 257- 
year-old town drape itself 
in yet another persona. 

“It dawned on us as we 
moved here that it was 
slowly becoming a culi- 
naiy destination because 
there’s just so much avail¬ 
able to us,” he says, sitting 
in the office of his Tuscan- 
orange restaurant. 

“We are at the cross¬ 
roads of amazing seafood, 
amazing growers and live¬ 
stock. It’s exactly the direc¬ 
tion we wanted to move 


in,” says Vassallo. 

A few blocks away, in an 
old blacksmith’s shop, 
Pierre Guevremont and 
Lynne MacKay set up Iron¬ 
works, an artisanal distill¬ 
ery that boasts Canada’s 
only apple-based vodka. 

“The thing that attract¬ 
ed us about Lunenburg 
was the restaurants and 
cooking school that we 
thought would really be a 
perfect fit,” said Guevre¬ 
mont. 

The town boasts a vari¬ 
ety of accommodations, 
from unique bed-and- 
brealcfasts to restored inns 
that have managed to keep 
a period feel while also 
providing all of today’s 
modern comforts. 

There’s a developing 
trend toward multi-night 
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stays as visitors seek out 
new dining venues to sam¬ 
ple local fare or take in lo¬ 
cal festivals that feature 
folk art and folk music. 

Lunenburg also has his¬ 
toric sites and museums, 
such as the Fishermen’s 
Museum of the Atlantic 
where you can learn the 
history of the industiy, 
rum running and whales. 

In 1995, UNESCO recog¬ 
nized the town’s cultural 
and natural heritage by 
adding it to its World Her¬ 
itage List. 

“It used to be people 
would stop by for a day as 
they drove around the 
province, but now they 
come to Nova Scotia specif¬ 
ically to come see Lunen¬ 
burg,” says Mawhinney.

You can actually feel like a 
guest at your own party 
this holiday season by 
hosting a buffet-style din¬ 
ner. 

Toronto catering chef 
Charmaine Baan says a 
buffet is a perfect alterna¬ 
tive to a formal sit-down 
dinner, which can include 
numerous details that can 
often be stressful to man¬ 
age. 

“Alternatively, buffet en¬ 
tertaining maximizes your 
time, budget and energy 
because it provides a vari¬ 
ety of options when cater¬ 
ing to a larger group of 
people,” she says. 

Baan says there is a 
trend to buffets at holiday 
time and she has several 
lined up already. 

“Buffets have so many 


ways to make it easy to 
serve,” she says. “If you 
don't have a lot of seating 
in your house or a large 
dining table, it can be veiy 
casual by putting stations 
around the house so peo¬ 
ple can help themselves.” 

Baan says this type of 
entertaining means that 
the host has more time to 
spend with their guests. 

“Choose buffet items 
that can be prepared in ad¬ 
vance and later cooked or 
reheated in the oven be¬ 
fore serving.” 

Eveiything, Baan says, is 
less stressful and the host 
doesn't have to decide 
when the next course is to 
be served or how he or she 
is going to plate some¬ 
thing for a large group. 

“Put out a wide selec¬ 


tion of dishes, such as 
lasagna, for the less adven¬ 
turous guests and maybe a 
vegetarian choice. And al¬ 
so something spicy for 
your more adventurous 
guests.” 

You can offer plenty of 
variety. Besides serving hot 
dishes, cold salads “are 
great options, such as 
couscous or quinoa, be¬ 
cause they work really 
well and are a contrast to 
the heavier choices,” Baan 
says. 

If the party is an open 
house or a come-and-go af¬ 
fair, make sure the buffet 
is available for a good 
amount of time. 

“And so far as dessert is 
concerned, you can clear 
the buffet away and bring 
out the desserts or have 


two tables, one for the reg¬ 
ular meal and the other for 
desserts if people are arriv¬ 
ing throughout the after¬ 
noon or evening.” 

Baan also likes to pro¬ 
vide cheese and vegetable 
plates in various locations 
throughout the house for 
guests to nibble on. 

“They don't always want 
to go to the buffet upon ar¬ 
rival” she has found when 
catering such events. 

Baan is also keen on 
buffets because they can 
serve a much larger crowd. 

“If you are going to 
stage a sit-down dinner 
you will probably limit it 
to 20 guests or less,” she 
says. “But with a buffet 
you may entertain up to 
60.

There’s new media, old 
media — and then there's 
that most ancient of all 
media, the big speech. 

The stagecraft behind 
pep talking an audience 
of hundreds may seem ar¬ 
chaic and quaint along¬ 
side light-speed twitter 
feeds and RSS scrolls, but 
career counsellors say 
you’re still more likely to 
wow industry insiders 
and forge your rep in the 
spotlight than you are be¬ 
hind the sickly glow of a 
laptop screen. 

“It never ceases to 
amaze me that intelli¬ 
gent, well-educated, and 
ambitious individuals 
overlook the number one 
skill that will put them 
ahead of the competition, 
and that is the ability to 
stand up and speak elo¬ 
quently with confidence,” 
public speaking expert 
Patricia Fripp says. 

The key to a keynote, 
she says, is to start with a 
pad, plus a pen, and a 
plan. 

Compose what speech 
coach Elayne Snyder calls 
your “speech statement 
of purpose.” 

“Decide, are you going 
to motivate, inform, or 
convince them?” she elab¬ 
orates. 

“The trick is to say to 


yourself, ‘I want to give 
them the gift of informa¬ 
tion.’” 

That means strutting 
on stage with a distin¬ 
guished sense of what 
your audience already ap¬ 
prehends. 

“Never tell an audience 
anything they know or as¬ 
sume,” Fripp cautions 

Instead, draft your top 
scoop into the introduc¬ 
tion, then harp on it in 
your conclusion. 

“You absolutely must if 
nothing else, script the 
opening and the close,” 
she emphasizes. 

“Very few people, 
including executives, 
know how to start and 
stop.” 

The other 80 per cent 
of the speech can be from 
the hip, not the script — 
but it has to be concise, 
Snyder says. 

“Never tell people 
more than three points 
because they'll never re¬ 
member it,” she warns. 

“Introduce your point, 
use an anecdote, a case 
history, or statistics to ex¬ 
plain it, then repeat your 
point the same way you 
introduced it.” 

“Do two or three of 
those and you've got a 
gorgeous speech,” she 
adds. 

For Fripp, the most irk¬ 
some verbal burp speech 
rookies let loose on the 
grandstand isn’t “um,”

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ADHD increases 
driving risks for 
teen boys: Study 


O Study draws attention to need for prevention: Experts 
O ADHD teens at 35% higher risk of accidents 


Male teenagers with atten¬ 
tion deficit hyperactivity 
disorder are more likely 
to be injured in traffic ac¬ 
cidents than teens with¬ 
out disruptive behaviour 
disorders, whether they’re 
drivers or pedestrians, 
new research shows. 

The seven-year study of 
boys aged 16 to 19 was led 
by Dr. Donald Redelmeier, 
a professor of medicine at 
the University of Toronto 
who has attracted interna¬ 
tional attention for previ¬ 
ous auto crash studies on 
an increase in fatalities on 
Super Bowl Sunday and 
the dangers of talking on 
a cellphone. 

This time, he focused 
on what he calls the single 


most risky demographic 
on the road — teenage 
boys — whose crash rate 
is twice that of the gener¬ 
al population. 

“Our main finding was 
that a history of ADHD 
was associated with about 
a 35 per cent relative in¬ 
crease in the risk of a mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash,” 
Redelmeier said yesterday 
as his paper was released 
in PLoS Medicine, an open 
access journal that's avail¬ 
able online. 

“It's a lot, so that if you 
were to bring teenagers 
with ADHD down to the 
same crash risk as 
teenagers without ADHD, 
that would save about 700 
crashes each year in On¬ 


tario. 

“My recommendation 
is that ADHD ought to be 
listed just like epilepsy, 
just like diabetes, just like 
sleep apnea, just like 
many other traditional 
medical disorders, that is, 
individuals have to show 
themselves under good 
control if they wish to 
maintain a driver's li¬ 
cence.” 

But it's important to 
note that there was no ex¬ 
ploration of who was at 
fault in any of these acci¬ 
dents. 

And the authors stress 
the findings don't justify 
withholding a driver’s li¬ 
cence. 

Still, experts in the AD¬ 



HD community say the 
study will draw attention 
to the need for awareness 
and steps that can be tak¬ 
en to prevent such acci¬ 
dents. 

For the study, Re¬ 
delmeier and his col¬ 


leagues compared 3,421 
male teenagers admitted 
to Ontario hospitals from 
April 2002 to March 2009 
due to road crashes to a 
control group of 3,812 
male teens admitted for 
appendicitis. 


Using universal health 
care databases, they were 
able to determine how 
many of the traffic acci¬ 
dent victims had been 
treated previously for dis¬ 
ruptive behaviour disor¬ 
ders.

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Kenney's patience 
only extends so far 


O Coach less concerned with record 
than with eliminating lopsided losses 


Head coach Tom Renney 
was prepared for the grow¬ 
ing pains that come with 
dying to rebuild a team 
that is young and inexperi¬ 
enced like the Edmonton 
Oilers. 

It’s part of the learning 
curve. What Renney isn’t 
ready to accept is what he 
saw on the last road trip, a 
five-game swing in which 
his Oilers managed one win 
and were outscored 26-10. 

What he saw was a team 
that made too many defen¬ 
sive errors, was too easy to 
play against and didn’t 
compete every shift. 

Lopsided losses aren’t 
part of Renney’s process. 

“There comes a point 
where there’s diminishing 
returns,” Renney said. “If 
you’re playing well and re¬ 
ally working hard to exe¬ 
cute. it makes it easier to 
identify the good things 
we're doing and (say), 
‘We’ve got to shore this up,’ 
so the learning curve be¬ 
comes shorter.” 

The Oilers, who will play 
at home to Chicago tonight, 
are still stinging from an 8- 
2 drubbing by the New York 
Rangers on Sunday. They 
were also beaten 6-2 in De¬ 
troit, 7-1 in Carolina and 4-3 
in overtime by New Jersey. 
Their lone win came 
against the Blackhawks, 2- 
1. to open the trip.

that’s the focus for Renney 
and his coaching staff. It’s 
how the Oilers arrived at 
the record that’s the con¬ 
cern. 

“If you’re going to lose, 
you want to lose 3-2 or 4-3, 
things like that,” said de¬ 
fenceman Ryan Whitney. 
“When you’re getting 
blown out, there’s a huge 
difference from maybe be¬ 
ing in a game and losing 
late to a really good team.” 

The Oilers, who have 
great rookie building 
blocks in Taylor Hall, Jor¬ 
dan Eberle and Magnus Paa- 
jarvi, were 29th in goals 
allowed with 66 entering 
last night’s games. Only At¬ 
lanta, which has played two 
more games, is worse with 
67 goals allowed.

There will be more lopsided loss¬ 
es sustained by the young Oilers 
this year, though most will not be 
as heated as the Sean Avery- 
fuelled mayhem that became of 
the recent 8-2 loss to the Rangers. 

ut even when the game was still 
within Edmonton’s grasp, the 
signs were there that any sort of 
pressure from New York would 
expose the visitors. 

One particular soft spot came in the 
realm of key faceoffs. At one point in the 
second period, captain Shawn Horcoff 
lost two in a row on the same shift, one in 
each team’s zone. The Oilers weren’t 
bloodied at that particular time, but 
when you come in as underdogs, giving 
away momentum is a no-no. 

As the team’s first-year captain, there 
is naturally pressure on Horcoff to shep¬ 
herd the Oilers through the turmoil of be¬ 
ing an inexperienced squad. And while 
the big centre has put up very nice num¬ 
bers — 10 points and an even plus-minus 
rating through 13 games — both he and 


big left-winger Dustin Penner will forever 
be linked to their contracts. 

To put it another way, Horcoff is not 
quite a point-per-game player and is win¬ 
ning just 48 per cent of his faceoffs. Pen¬ 
ner is tallying half a point per game. Yet 
the two combine to eat up nearly $10 mil¬ 
lion of salary cap space, something they 
will also do next year. Then, Penner is a 
free agent while Horcoff continues on at 
$5.5 million a season for another three 
campaigns. 

Not that you can blame Horcoff', who 
signed his huge long-term deal in the 
heady aftermath of Edmonton’s run to 
the Stanley Cup final, but the ramifica¬ 
tions of ex-GM Kevin Lowe’s deals are still 
being felt. The fact that Horcoff is a leader 
certainly helps his case; he’s a hard work¬ 
er with intangibles and is the type of guy 
who can act as a steward in Edmonton 
until the inevitable passing of the torch 
to a player such as Jordan Eberle or Taylor 
Hall occurs down the road. 

But there will continue to be short¬ 
term pain for the Oilers when players 
can’t possibly live up to their contracts, 
no matter how good Horcoff is in the 
dressing room.

The Scion tC is part of a 
very exclusive club. Cana¬ 
dians know this all too 
well, since Scion has been 
a U.S.-only brand - until 
now. 

But the tC, a new-to-us 
and new-to-Scion 2011 
model, is also an entiy into 
the rare category of the 
compact coupe. 

Amidst the myriad of 
new 2011 vehicles, from 
the highest of high-roller 
exotics to the humblest of 


econo-boxes, the one area 
where choice is at a premi¬ 
um is the affordable sport- 
coupe category. Among 
the few that qualify, the tC 
earns a spot near the top 
of the scope-it-out list. 

Since first opening shop 
in the United States for the 
2004 model year, Toyota’s 
youth-centred Scion brand 
has presented an assort¬ 
ment of mainly boxy de¬ 
signs that have been met 
with mixed success. How¬

T hat somewhat im¬ 
modest quote was 
uttered last week by 
BMW head honcho, 
Norbert Reithofer, after re¬ 
vealing how and where the 
automaker will build its 
Megacity electric vehicle. 

About $650 million will 
go to expand its plant in 
Leipzig, Germany, and an¬ 
other $100 million or so to¬ 
ward a new “carbon-fibre” 
factory in Moses Lake, 
Washington. 

This plant will be a joint 
project with SGL Carbon 
SE, the world’s biggest 
manufacturer of carbon 
and graphite products. 

The carbon plant should 
tip you off to why BMW is 
using “revolutionary” rhet¬ 
oric. Megacity will become 
the world’s first volume- 
produced car with a pas¬ 
senger cell made from 
carbon-fibre. 

With carbon-fibre, 
which is 50 percent lighter 
than steel, BMW figures it 
can offset the additional 
weight of an electric vehi¬ 
cle — typically 250 to 350 


kilograms. A lighter car al¬ 
so means it can use a 
smaller, lighter, and less 
expensive battery. 

Making large pieces out 
of carbon-fibre is expen¬ 
sive and time-consuming. 
To achieve thickness you 
have to keep layering or 
weaving thin strands of 
carbon-fibre, a process not 
unlike crocheting, and 
who has time to crochet a 
fender? 

This is why, until now at 
least, it has remained a 
niche material. But au¬ 
tomakers are chipping 
away at the dilemma. 

A large section of the 
McLaren’s new sports car, 
the MP4-12C, is crafted of 
carbon fibre. For this appli¬ 
cation McLaren developed 
a new process, which takes 
about five hours. When 
McLaren last made such a 
carbon-fibre piece, for the 
Mercedes-Benz SLR, the 
process took about 400 
hours. 

Because the Megacity is 
to be a relatively affordable 
city car, BMW said it is go¬ 



ing to great lengths to re¬ 
duce the cost of a carbon-fi¬ 
bre build. For one thing, 
the material is actually car¬ 
bon-fibre reinforced plastic 
(CFRP). BMW’s process also 
involves the reuse of scrap, 
enabled by a new tech¬ 
nique of turning carbon 


strands into sheets of fibre, 
and a new “quasi-stamping 
process” to make some of 
the smaller CFRP parts. 

Megacity also has a 
unique chassis design con¬ 
sisting of two modules: 
Drive — the batteiy, drive 
system and structural and 


crash crumple piece; and 
Life — the CFRP passenger 
cell piece. BMW says this 
new-old “body on frame” 
architecture opens the 
door to totally new produc¬ 
tion processes which are 
both simpler and more 
flexible. It also uses less en¬ 


ergy and offers more 
styling freedom. 

With the vehicle them¬ 
selves and their factories 
set to undergo such a revo¬ 
lution, what’s next? The 
humanoid behind the 
wheel? 

Better take cover. 


Windshield wellness 

O Driver visibility a factor in 40 per cent of collisions 


It's no surprise that most 
urban Canadian families 
with young children make 
all of their daily trips by 
vehicle. On top of the daily 
commute to and from 
school or day care, parents 
are also driving their chil¬ 
dren to countless activities 
at night and on the week¬ 


end, such as skating les¬ 
sons, dance recitals and 
hockey practices. Many 
Canadian parents spend 
hundreds of hours eveiy 
year behind the wheel. 

This is why many par¬ 
ent-drivers make it a point 
to take advantage of the 
latest technologies to help 


keep their precious family 
cargo safe. Ironically, ex¬ 
perts state that the single 
biggest factor in vehicle 
safety isn't related to the 
latest development in elec¬ 
tronics, hands-free cell 
phones or even air bags. 
It's driver vision, and stud¬ 
ies show it is a factor in 


more than 40 percent of 
all vehicle crashes. 

According to Alexia 
Hayes, a wiper blade tech¬ 
nical engineer and mother 
of two young children, the 
risk of collision usually in¬ 
creases by 50 to 100 per 
cent during precipitation, 
and that much of the ele¬ 
vated risk during rain or 
snowfall appears to be re¬ 
lated to visibility. 

“I can't imagine any¬ 
thing being more impor¬ 
tant than the ability of the 
driver to see clearly 


through the windshield,” 
says Hayes. 

Fortunately, one of the 
easiest ways to help dri¬ 
ver's vision is also one of 
the least expensive solu¬ 
tions: checking and replac¬ 
ing your worn wiper 
blades. Hayes suggests 
checking blades periodical¬ 
ly and replacing them 
about every six months. 

“Wiper blades are one 
of the most overlooked 
pieces of safety equip¬ 
ment,” says Hayes. “But 
you won't find a faster or 


lower-cost way to make 
the windshield time for 
you and your family safer 
and less stressful than by 
changing them.” 

We've all been in that 
stressful situation where 
our worn, torn, or ineffi¬ 
cient blades left streaks 
and film on the windshield 
while driving resulting in a 
blurred view of the road 
limiting our vision and 
judgment. But experts say 
new blades can provide a 
better and clearer view of 
the road, news Canada

What Owners Like 

Owners typically give their 
Cobalts and G5s top marks 
for an easygoing steering 
feel, a comfortable ride and 
higher-than-adequate lev¬ 
els of power with any of 
the larger engines on 
board. Decent fuel mileage 
is also reported, and nu¬ 
merous owners say their 
Cobalt’s ride with a stable 


and solid feel. 

What Owners Hate 

Complaints include large 
doors on coupe models, 
which can make entering 
and exiting in tight quar¬ 
ters tricky. Limited rear 
seat space, cupholder de¬ 
sign and low-budget interi¬ 
or trim materials are other 


common complaints. 
Common Issues 

A well-documented issue 
with the Cobalt and G5 
dealt with a failure of the 
electric steering system, 
which could cause a loss of 
power assist and an acci¬ 
dent. A recall addressed 
this problem, as did a sepa¬ 


rate recall for a potentially- 
faulty shift cable that may 
prevent the vehicle from 
actually being in ‘park’ 
when the shift indicator 
suggested it was. 

Your local GM dealer¬ 
ship can check that all re¬ 
call-related work has been 
performed to the vehicle 


you’re considering. 

The Verdict 

Cobalts and G5s look like 
fairly solid values in a used 
compact sedan, consider¬ 
ing that they appear free of 
serious or costly problems. 
Below-average resale values 
should keep pricing fairly 
low.

Many Canadians have 
come to believe that the 
best way to warm up a cold 
vehicle is to let it run. Af¬ 
ter all, it seems logical to 
us northern brave hearts 
that if everything outside 
the vehicle is frozen solid, 
eveiything inside the car 
will be petrified as well. 
The longer we let the car 
run, the faster it will warm 
up, right?

These parts can only 
be warmed up by driving 
the vehicle, which in turn, 
allows the ventilation sys¬ 
tem to heat the inside of 
the vehicle; 

• By using a block 
heater for just a couple of 


hours on a timer, your ve¬ 
hicle will reach its optimal 
operating temperature 
faster; 

• The faster your vehicle 
reaches that temperature, 
the more efficiently it will 
run; 

• The average vehicle 
with a three-litre engine 
wastes 300 millilitres - 
more than one cup - of fu¬ 
el for eveiy 10 minutes of 
idling;

For the first time 
ever, this coming Janu¬ 
ary, a blind driver will 
navigate the circuit at the 
Daytona International 
Speedway. 

But the car won’t be 
driving itself. It’s the 
blind driver that will be 
at the controls of the 
modified Ford Escape. 

This car for blind driv¬ 
ers has been developed 
by the research arm of 
the US National Federa¬ 
tion for the Blind and ex¬ 
perts from Virginia Tech 
University. 

“To our knowledge, 


the motor industry and 
other researchers are pri¬ 
marily focused on the 
creation of autonomous 
vehicle technologies that 
take over from the driver 
and allow the vehicle to 
perform certain func¬ 
tions without human in¬ 
tervention,” explains 
Christopher Danielsen, 
director of public rela¬ 
tions at the NFB. 

“Our focus is on build¬ 
ing a nonvisual interface 
that conveys information 
to a blind driver so that 
he or she can make driv¬ 
ing decisions. 

“This makes our work 
quite different from most 
of the work being done 


in this area.” 

The NFB launched the 
Blind Driver Challenge in 
2004 in a quest to create 
a car that could be driven 
by the blind. 

“It represents an at¬ 
tempt to give the blind 
the same flexibility and 
opportunity to travel as 
their sighted peers by al¬ 
lowing them to drive,” 
says Danielson. 

“It’s a big deal as blind 
people are seriously im¬ 
peded transport-wise in 
terms of employment 
and education, especially 
in places where public 
transport is poor.” 

Virginia 
Tech Uni¬ 


versity first got involved 
after creating a prize-win¬ 
ning entry to the 2007 
DARPA Grand Challenge 
for driverless cars, fi¬ 
nanced by the U.S. De¬ 
fense Department’s 
research arm. 

The university’s team 
then developed a dune 
buggy that uses cameras 
and sensor lasers to 
transmit information to 
the driver about objects 
near the car, in tandem 
with a vibrating vest that 
indi¬ 


cates to the driver when 
they should turn, acceler¬ 
ate or brake. 

Virginia Tech followed 
up by developing two 
types of ‘nonvisual inter¬ 
face’ technologies that al¬ 
low a blind person to 
drive a car. 

With DriveGrip, the 
driver is guided by mo¬ 
tors that vibrate on each 
knuckle of specially-cus¬ 
tomised gloves, telling 
the driver when and 
where to steer. 


Meanwhile, AirPix 
works by blowing com¬ 
pressed air through holes 
in a rectangular tablet to 
create a tactile map of ob¬ 
jects surrounding the car 
Don’t expect to see 
blind drivers on the road 
soon, though. 

“Many more such pro¬ 
totypes may have to be 
generated in order to pro¬ 
duce interface technolo¬ 
gy that will permit a 
blind person to drive 
with the same degree of 
safety and reliability as a 
sighted person,” admits 
Danielson.

One of the greatest assets 
of the electric or hybrid 
vehicle is also a potential 
failing. It might be peace¬ 
ful to drive around with 
just a low hum to remind 
you that you’re in motion, 
but such a discreet pres¬ 
ence can be a danger to 
pedestrians, according to 
recent research. 

The U.S. National High¬ 
way Traffic Safety Admin¬ 
istration (NHTSA) found 
that a hybrid or electric 
vehicle (HEV) was twice as 
likely to be involved in a 
pedestrian accident than 
an ICE (internal combus¬ 
tion engine) vehicle in a 
scenario when a vehicle is 
“slowing or stopping, 
backing up, or entering or 
leaving a parking space.” 

Without realising it, 
pedestrians rely on the 
volume and pitch that a 
car makes to work out 
how far away it is — par¬ 
ticularly visually impaired 
people (and their guide 
dogs) — so sound is cru¬ 
cial. 

At higher speeds pedes¬ 
trians can hear HEVs 
thanks to road and tyre 
noise, but up to around 
501<ph, people are going 
to need electronic help to 
replace the mechanical 
noises that conventional 
cars make. 

It’s so crucial that HEVs 
be heard before they’re 
seen that Japan is work¬ 
ing on legislation to intro¬ 
duce minimum levels of 
noise for HEVs, and the 
U.S. and Europe will fol-

low. 

Meanwhile the car in¬ 
dustry is exploring op¬ 
tions for the sounds an 
HEV should make. 
Acoustic experts Harman 
Kardon has developed a 
solution with Lotus Engi¬ 
neering called HALOsonic 
that synthesises sound on 
the inside and outside of a 
car. Sensory inputs from 
the throttle and braking 
pedals are transformed in¬ 
to sound that is transmit¬ 
ted via a speaker at the 
front of the car and inside 
the cabin to the driver. 

The eggheads at Har¬ 
man Kardon have con¬ 
cluded that legislation 
will most likely call for 
HEVs to electronically 
recreate the sound of a 
combustion engine so 
they have developed a 
range of conventional en¬ 
gine sounds including a 
V6, American V8 and a 
V12. 

That said, a ride along a 
busy London road in their 
demonstration Toyota 
Prius on the “spaceship” 
option suggests that city 
types aren’t fazed by very 
much. 

Meanwhile, Renault, 
which has a range of EVs 
approaching production, 
has been doing more 
blue-sky thinking. Bene- 
dicte Le-Nindre, Product 
planning manager for en¬ 
gine sound quality at Re¬ 
nault and Andrea Cera, 
composer at sound de¬ 
signers IRCAM have been 
experimenting with hun¬ 
dreds of sounds, from Zen 
garden tinlclings to Harley 
Davidson roars and light 
sabre whooshes. 

They worked on the 
sound of the DeZir — Re¬ 
nault’s recent concept — 
which emits a stately 
whirr, which sounds 
much better than a sym¬ 
phony of engine noises 
blaring out at a crossroads 
like disparate Crazy Frog 
ringtones. 
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Taking care on winter roads 


Every year, winter driving 
is a source of many un¬ 
pleasant surprises. For 
some, driving on snowy or 
icy roads is a cause for 
alarm and even a source of 
stress. Black ice, loss of 
control, other drivers, and 
snow storms are the four 
major fears identified by 
Canadians in a recent 
Michelin survey.

way, you’ll be aware of the 
driving surface and won’t 
be taken by surprise. 

Loss of control: focus on 
your destination 

Should you have the 
misfortune to lose control 
of your vehicle, keep your 
foot on the brake until the 
car comes to a complete 
stop. Remain calm and ma¬ 
noeuvre your car out of 
the way to avoid any dan¬ 
ger of being hit by ap¬ 
proaching vehicles. Never 
get out of your car on the 
road or shoulder. Should a 
car in front of you lose 
control, rather than look¬ 
ing at that vehicle, brake 
while focusing on where 
you want to steer your car. 
Vision and planning are 
your best allies! 


Black ice: slow down 

That thin layer of trans¬ 
parent ice is almost invisi¬ 
ble on the road — that’s 
why it is indisputably the 
most dangerous of sur¬ 
faces. So drive slowly 
while testing your vehi¬ 
cle’s braking ability by tap¬ 
ping lightly on the brakes 
to check their reaction and 
the grip of your tires. That 


Other drivers: keep 
your distance 

Although some people 
believe they are past mas¬ 
ters at winter driving — 
beware. Nobody is safe 
from dangerous weather 
and changing road condi¬ 
tions. Be wary of other 
drivers. Drive defensively, 
slow down, and keep an 
even longer distance than

Winter in 
the town 
or country 

No one can predict what 
Mother Nature has in 
store for us this winter, 
but one thing is clear: by 
remembering a few sim¬ 
ple tips from the Miche¬ 
lin experts, you can take 
the bite out of winter and 
its roads, whether you 
live in the city or the sub¬ 
urbs and whether it 
rains, hails or snows. 

Town mice: avoid 
nasty surprises 

If you live in town, you 
are probably surrounded 
by high snow banks and 
roads that are often infre¬ 
quently or inadequately 
cleared. How do you 
cope? Think ahead. Avoid 
nasty surprises by respect¬ 


ing municipal parking 
signs. If your vehicle is 
stuck in a snow bank, use 
a shovel to remove the 
snow from around the 
tires and under the vehi¬ 
cle and create a forward 
and backward rocking 
motion with the car. 

Country mice: keep 
your distance 

If you live in the sub¬ 
urbs and must travel long 
distances to and from 
work each day, don’t pan¬ 
ic. When driving on the 
highway, keep an even 
longer distance than usu¬ 
al between you and the 
vehicle in front to help 
you maintain control of 
your car in case of a sud¬ 
den stop. And, above all, 
be doubly cautious and 
slow down when ap¬ 
proaching bridges, 

curves, and exits, which 
are often icier than usual.

Snow storms: prepare 
for the worst 

Nothing beats prepar¬ 
ing your vehicle to meet 
any situation. Get into the 
habit of checking weather 


conditions before setting 
off and delaying or moving 
up your departure time 
based on the forecast. Also 
prepare an emergency kit 
with a blanket, flashlight, 
matches, toque, mittens 
and other supplies that 
might be of use.

As more people just like 
you turn to Internet re¬ 
search in your quest for a 
new vehicle, car compa¬ 
nies are stepping up with 
websites geared to provid¬ 
ing all the information 
you’ll need — and then 
some — to make informed 
decisions. 

Websites that focus on 
user-friendliness and us¬ 
ability over flash and bla¬ 
tant and tiring brand 
promotion are more likely 
to see customers enter 
their showrooms intent 
on taking a vehicle for a 
test drive, suggests a study 
by J.D. Power and Associ¬ 
ates. 

Power’s 2010 Manufac¬ 
turer website evaluation 
study found that Honda 
and Kia rank highest with 
American buyers for being 
“prime examples" of par¬ 
ticularly straightforward 
sites that focus on provid¬ 
ing appropriate informa¬ 
tion for shoppers easily 
and quickly.” 

Both sites performed 
well in each of the four 
measures examined: 
speed: appearance: naviga¬ 
tion: and information/con¬ 
tent, said J.D. Power 
director of marketing and 
media research, Arianne 
Walker. 

Following Honda and 
Kia in the top five rank¬ 
ings are Mazda, Acura and 
Infiniti. 

In a sign that most man¬ 
ufacturers “get it,” nearly 
two thirds of the 33 web¬ 
sites evaluated ranked at 
or above the industry aver¬ 
age, Walker noted. 

The lowest-scoring web¬ 
sites, she said, paid more 
attention to edgy, brand¬ 
centric design and their 


own marketing objectives, 
“rather than focusing on 
traditional ease of naviga¬ 
tion and user access to in¬ 
formation and content to 
meet shoppers needs.” 

A similar J.D. Power sur¬ 
vey undertaken in Canada 
revealed that potential 
buyers who like a carmak¬ 
er’s Web site are more 
likely to test drive a vehi¬ 
cle from that compa¬ 
ny’s lineup. 

Spokesman Ryan 
Robinson pointed to 
the growing impor¬ 
tance of a carmak¬ 
er’s website in 
attracting prospec¬ 
tive buyers, finding 
that 60 per cent of 
shoppers in the mar¬ 
ket for a new vehicle 
in the next year 
“have already visited 
a manufacturer’s 
website.” 

And twice as 
many shoppers in

When it’s dark outside, 
your car needs to be lit: 
you need to be able to see 
the instrument panel and 
other controls, for exam¬ 
ple. While all cars have 


this practical lighting, pre¬ 
mium brands often in¬ 
clude “ambient” lighting. 
These low-level lights, 
placed in the door handles, 
foot wells, consoles and 
other areas, give the car a 
rich, expensive feel. 

Audi is now experiment¬ 
ing with a new idea: illu¬ 
minated floor mats. Using 
LED technology, the mats 
contain logos that light up. 


"This is a prototype," 
says Jonathan Lee, senior 
engineer at Audi’s elec¬ 
tronics research lab in Palo 
Alto, California. “We’re 
still looking at whether 
there’s an interest from 
the customer, and how we 
make it so it’s simple to in¬ 
stall and remove.” 

Since floor mats are 
intended to take the brunt 
of wet or snowy weather, a 
major challenge is in mak¬ 
ing the package water¬ 
tight. 

“We can cast the whole 
thing in multiple pieces," 
Lee says. “There would be 
a top layer with the graph¬ 


ic display with the car’s lo¬ 
go. Then there’s the dif¬ 
fuser layer, and then the 
LED layer. All three can be 
encapsulated to make it 
into one module that 
could either snap into a 
floor mat as a retrofit, or 
be molded into the floor 
mat itself. It can be molded 
into a utility mat that 
you’d be able to hose down 
with the LEDs inside.” 

The mats would most 
likely include an electrical 
harness that would be 
powered by the car’s 12- 
volt plug, Lee says, which 
wouldn't run down the 
battery.
